53 PEOPLE KILLED 



Three Electric Coaches Rush Into Open Draw of 
Bridge and Plunge With Passengers 
Into Water

TLAN'J'IC CITY, N. .7., Oct. 20.— 
The total number of dead 
in t ho appaling wreck of an 
electric train, which. Sunday afternoon, 
loaded with passengers, plunged into t lie 
waterway separating this city from the 
mainland, Is now placed at 53. 

Of these, 19 bodies huvc been identi- 
fied, and the others remain unclaimed in 
temporary morgues. The bodies of two 
persons known to have been drowned 
have not been recovered. 

A special car containing the bodies of 
the Philadelphia victims left tonight for 
that city. 

The day has been one of unceasing ac- 
tivity — of gruesome scenes and pathetic 
incidents. Wrecking crews with derricks 
succeeded in bringing one of the two 
submerged cars to the surface and div- 
ers, working in relays, brought up bodies 
until their task was completed and they 
reported that no more dead remained. 

The wreck occurred at the draw- 
bridge which spans "The Thorough- 
fare," a small waterway about one 
mile outside of this city, just on tho 
eastern edge of the Meadows, and was 
directly due to the failure of the 
bridge to close properly. 

Tho fishing schooner Sinbad had 
just pnssed through. As she was en- 
tering the draw, an electric train ot 
threo cars came in Sight across the 
Meadows in the direction of Pleasant- 
vllle, and before the bridge had swung 
into position, the train, running at a 
high rate of speed, dashed into the 
guard rail, the other curs following. 
At the point where the cars Jumped 
tho track the trestle is nearly twenty 
feet high. Had the ears been open it 
la doubtful if many of the passengers 
would have escaped, because they must 
have been stunned by the drop from 
the trestle. 

The ilrst two cars were instantly 
submerged, but the third car caught in 
an abutment and remained suspended. 
It was tills car from which nearly all 
of the Injured escaped. 

The news of the awful disaster was 
quickly telegraphed to this city, and 
in less than an hour the work of res- 
cue had begun. 

At the time of the accident the tide, 
whicli rises about ten feet, was run- 
ning In, and tho work of the divers 
was necessarily slow. It was not 
until several hours later tho divers 
were able to make any progress. Then 
the awful evidence of tho disaster be- 
came more apparent. 

When tho two curs struck the bot- 
tom of the waterway they stood al- 
most on end. and the ilrst man to 
descend reported that the victims were 
packed In the lower ends of the sub- 
merged cars so tightly that it was diffi- 
cult to move them. The bodies of 
men, women and children, many of 
them badly cut and bruised, bore evi- 
dence of the terrible sufferings of the 
victims. One by one the bodies were 
carried to a waiting train and laid side 
bv side, later to be borne to this city 
and placed In the old Umpire Theatre, 
which was used as a temporary 
morgue. 

Thousands of persons quickly gath- 
ered at the scene of the disaster, and 
a score of boats soon surrounded the 
spot where the cars disappeared, but 
they were unnble to render assistance 
and could only await the arrival of 
the divers. 

At the morgue the scenes were 
pathetic. Persons who had friends on 
the train crowded about the entrance 
and were with difficulty restrained 
from forcing their way into the build- 
ing. One of the most heart-rending 
instances was furnished by Frederick 
Benckert, who lost his entire family — 
a wife and two children. Benckert 
was not Informed in Philadelphia of 
the accident until tor. late to catch a 
train, and he hurried here in an auto- 
mobile. When he saw the dead 
bodies of his wife and Iwo little boys 
lying side bv side on the floor, lie col- 
lapsed and had to be carried from the 
building. Benckert nad intended to 
accompany his family yesterday, but 
was unable to get away. 

Walter Scott, the molorman, lost his 
life through his anxiety to spend a 
part of the day with his wife here. Tt 
was his custom to run only as far as 
Mlllville, but yesterday he swapped 
runs with another motorman, and his 
terrible death wt;s the result. 

General Manager W. W. Atterbury 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany, which owns the line on which 
the accident accurred, is here, but has 
declined to make any statement with 
reference ta the wreck. He intimated 
that a statement might be looked for 
later In tho day.

Alber- 
tus, Norristown, Pa.; David Fried, New 
York; Mrs. Laura Lawrence, Philadel- 
phia, and eight unidentified persons, in- 
cluding two women. 

An Italian named Marco Bona was 
rescued from the third car, but died 
from his injuries. 

A Cumbdcu physician . whose name is 
not yet known, was with liis wife in the 
first car. Both are believed to be dead. 

Among tho injured are: H. B. Jos- 
eph, Cambden; Al. Reese, Scran ton; 
John Fortunato, Philadelphia; Joseph 
iDevllo, manager of the Royal jV.'tillcry 
band, severely: Oresto Roy Mnlielo, 
Philadelphia; John Roughcrty, Phila- 
delphia, 'severely, broke through a win- 
dow and escaped after being in the wat- 
er; Andrew 'D. Taylor, Cambden, se- 
verely; Geo. MeOoe, of Philadelphia; 
John Taylor, of Cambden, went over- 
hoard with the cars, hut kicked in a 
window of the cur and swum to the pil- 
ing of the bridge, where he was rescued; 
VY. H. Stewart, Weenouuu, X. J.; 
Prank Decrei, Philadelphia.; Angela 
Fanzein, Philadelphia; Ida Debla, Flor- 
ence, N. J.; Edward Morgan, Scranton, 
Pa.; Orestes Roy, Philadelphia; H. B. 
Joseph, Cambden; George McGee, Phil 
adelphia. Of those injored, it is believed 
most will die. 

Interest now centres in the work of 
the coroner's jury, which today made a 
careful Inspection of the scene of the 
wreck and the drawbridge at which the 
train left the rails. 

These jurors met today and, accom- 
panied by the coroner, prosecuting At- 
torney Abbott, City Solicitor Woolen, 
and several other city ofliciuls, proceed- 
ed to tho scene of the tragedy. At the 
bridge they were joined by Mayor Stoy 
and Mr. Atterbury, general mnnnger of 
the Pennsylvania railroad. 

After tho forward car of the two sub- 
merged coaches had been hoisted to the 
surface, and the divers, who had been at 
work all day, had made u final survey 
of tho bottom, Mr. Atterbury, who, 
with several of his assistants, had been 
on the scone since Sundny night, ex- 
pressed his opinion that the total num- 
ber of dead would not exceed 53. "There 
is a bare possibility that one or two 
others may have been killed," he add- 
ed. "I cannot belir<-< .that any of the 
unfortunates were carried out to sen 
by Die ebbing tide." 

Mr. Atterbury said the cause of the 
accident was a mystery to him. "1 still 
believe," he declared, "that there was 
nothing wrong with the rails of the 
bridge. I am inclined to think that the 
cause will be ascertained when the first 
coach is examined." Mr. Atterbury 
himself showed the jurors how the 
bridge is opened, and explained in de- 
tail the manner of opening and closing 
the draw. The jury will hold its first 
session on Thursday. 

Although reasonably eertnin that the 
narrow waterway into which the electric 
train fell had been relieved of all its 
dead, the divers continued their work 
late into the night. The wrecking crow 
was also kept busy preparing for the 
hoisting of the second car, and it U ex- 
pected that this will be raised to the 
surface before morning. The debris of 
the last car, which struck and was bold 
fast by an abutment, has mil yet Open 
removed. Effort In that direction result- 
ed in half the couch slipping into the 
stream. 

Tho roadway has been sufficiently 
cleared to permit the resumption of traf- 
fic and the schedule time table is again 
being followed.

LONDON, Oct. 29.-^John Redmond, 
tho Irish leader, moved the ad- 
journment of the House of Com- 
mons today in order to call attention 
to the lack of progress in the matter 
of reinstating evicted tenants in Ire- 
land, owing, as the speaker alleged, to 
tlio landlords hindering the operations of 
the Land Act by refusing to sell Un- 
tenanted lauds. The land commission- 
ers consequently were unable to provide 
farms for evicted tenants, 

Mr. Redmond said it was obvious 
that the government tnusl resort to some 
system of compulsion. The patience of 
the Irish people was becoming exhaust- 
ed and although the Irish party desired 
to give opportunity for the greatest de- 
gree of fair play pending a declaration of 
the governments intention regarding 
Irish self-government, it thought that 
Chief Secretary for Ireland Bryce ought 
to grapple with the matter vigorously. 

Replying to Mr. Redmond, Mr. Bryce, 
after some debate, said tho government 
had done its best to cope wilh the grave 
obstacles before it had won a certain 
measure of success. If the remedy was 
compulsion, the chief secretary said the 
government might have to come to that. 

Walter Hume Long, Conservative, de- 
clared that Mr. Bryce's statement in- 
volved a complete triumph for tile Na- 
tionalists, and the subject was then 
dropped. 

FINED $5000 AND COSTS. 

Findlay, Ohio, Oct. 20.— The Stand- 
ard Oil company this afternoon was 
fined $5,000 and costs of prosecution for 
operating In restraint of trade In Ohio.

GET IB FIRST 



Government Agent Says That the 
Wholo -Proceeding May Bo 
Declared Illegal 



THORNB, Nev„ Oct. 29.— With the 
firing of a blast of dynamite 
from the top of Grant's Peak, the 
Walker Lake Indian reservation was 
opened to settlers at noon today. 

At the given signal hundreds of 
searchers for gold hurried helter-skel- 
ter over the boundary lines of lake, 
plain and mountain, and before the 
smoke had drifted away a spectacular 
race of launches, automobiles, horses 
and all sorts of vehicles was on. So 
great was the rush across the desert 
from the line nearest. Hawthorne that 
a number of persons narrowly escaped 
being- trampled over, and In numerous 
Instances injuries wore reported. 

Horses were ridden until they 
dropped, and several automobiles be- 
came stalled in the deep sand. 

Those who had walled for the signal 
before rushing into the reservation, 
found, it Is asserted, that all the more 
valuable claims In the vicinity of Rich, 
Dutchman's, Cottonwood and numer- 
ous other creeks running Into Walkor 
Lake were already occupied by men 
who had unlawfully rushed in last 
night. There were only 14 Indian 
police to guard 17 miles of territory. 

Special Agent ParKs regrets that 
the alleged rush was allowed to take 
place. Ho said today that there Is 
yet a possibility that the present open- 
ing may be declared invalid and a new 
one called for. 

Sub-Agent Robert Lovergrove this 
morning said that United States en- 
gineers who were sent here to carry 
out reclamation work on a portion of 
the Walker Lake reservation that had 
been allotted to tho Indians, had occu- 
pied their time In placing launches on 
the erlg-e of the lake to participate In 
the rush, vontrary to law, whicli states 
that all persons shall keep off a res- 
ervation until the time fixed for its 
opening. 

AUSTRALIA PROTECTS 
INDUSTRY AND PEDPLE 



Canadian Agent Advises Domin- 
ion Government of New 
Tariff Regulations 



TTAWA, Oct. 20. — (Special) — A 
somewhat radical departure in 
fiscal legislation has been taiicn 
by the Australian commonwealth gov- 
ernment, according to a report received 
from Commercial Agent Ross of Mel- 
bourne. Writing under date of Septem- 
ber 22, Mr. Ross gives figures of 
changes In the tariff on agricultural im- 
plements. The duty upon stripper har- 
vesters will be JfiS.-lu, and upon strip- 
pers without winnowers, $20,20. On 
plows, seed drills, busters, etc., the duty- 
will be from 20 to 25 per cent ad val- 
orem. Reapers and binders, mowing 
machines iiud potato diggers are on the 
free list. 

The high duty on harvesters is in- 
tended to encourage the manufacturer 
of agricultural implements in Australia, 
but coupled with this encouragement 
are special conditions in regard to the 
maximum price which Australian mak- 
ers can charge for agricultural imple- 
ments. Provision is also made in the 
bill that workers in Australian employ- 
ment factories shall be paid fair and 
reasonable wages. 

A bounty scheme has been adopted to 
encourage tho production in Australia of 
cocoa, coffee, cotton fibres, canned fish, 
condensed goods, etc. 'The bounty sys- 
tem is spread over eight or ten years, 
tk" maximum annual payment being 
specified, and not to exceed the aggre- 
gate of $250,000. 

Tho Australian Commerce Act, equiv- 
alent t<> the Merchandise Marlis Act of 
Orent Britain declares that goods false- 
ly described shall be forfeited to the 
King. Mr. Ross says that the common- 
wealth proposes to take over state debts 
amounting to £230,080,780, It is 
thought by so soing the interest charges 
of one quarter per cent will be saved, 
amounting to £440,664 annually, or a 
total of £10,000,000 saved up to 1052, 
when the hist state loan will expire, 

Commercial Agent Lnrke reports that 
there is great room for expansion or 
trade between New Zealand and Can- 
ada. The total trade Inst year was 
£147,448, as against £120,440. The 
increase was in New Zealand exports 
lo Canada, principally sheepskins, woo! 
and skins. There was a heavy decline 
in Canada's exports of cotton goods, 
boots and shoos, agricultural machinery, 
bicycles and materials.

It was found by this arrangement 
that the convention had 142 votes, and 
as some of the delegates from the 
upper country had as many as twelve 
and fourteen, It gave them the com- 
mand. 

A further motion oy Davidson of 
Slocan that delegates he allowed to 
vote on the proxies they carried, was 
defeated by a large majority. David- 
son then introduced a long resolution, 
practically committing the convention 
to tho support of the Socialist party. 
He made a long speech, showing that 
his experlfience In the legislature had 



led him to the conclusion that social- 
ism was the only solution of the labor 
difficulty. The motion was seconded 
by Berry of Rosslanu, who said that 
the creation of n dual labor party- 
would be disastrous. 

Gray of Victoria again strongly op- 
posed the motion, saying- that the 
labor men had fallen into the lion's 
den of socialism, since by their manip- 
ulation of the vote the Socialists could 
command SI) out of the 142, Ha 
moved an adjournment, and at C p. mv 
the meeting broke up In excitement* 
Gray waving papers above his head 
and calling on all anti-Socialists to 
meet him later and they would discuss 
the matter among themselves.

Amendment to First Clause of 
Educational Bill Passes by 
Large Majority 



LONDON, Oct. 29. — The first vote 
in committee of the House of 
Lords on the Educational bill 
was Inken tonight, and resulted in tho 
defeat of the government by a majority 
of 200. The vote came on nn amend- 
ment to Hie first clause of the bill. 

The amendment was offerod by Lord 
Henagc (Liberal), and makes religious 
instruction compulsory during a part of 
the daily school hours in all public ele- 
mentary schools. Earl Crew, speaking 
for the government, refused to accept 
the amendment, but after a most busi- 
nesslike debate, the amendment was 
carried by 250 to 50. The majority in- 
cludes the entire opposition in the House 
of Lords, with the exception of Lord 
Ampthlll, who voted with the minority. 
Among the majority were the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, twenty bishops 
and the Duke of Devonshire. Among 
the minority were till the poors who are 
members of the government, Lord Rose- 
berry, the Duke of Manchester, the Earl 
of Durham, Earl Russell, the Marquis 
of Northampton, 'fc.Lord Brassey, I>ord 
Grimthorpc, Lord Wenrdalc, Lord Hav- 
ersliam and Lord Reay.

In the same telegram New- 
foundland was asked to give its views 
of what form the modus vivendi should 
take, and no proposals were actually 
mnde lo the United States government 
until the reply of Newfoundland was 
received. Throughout, Newfoundland 
was kept fully and promptly advised by 
telegraph. His Majesty's government 
answered no communications of tho 
United States without first consulting 
Newfoundland and endeavoring to ob- 
tain its concurrence. The note of the, 
United States ambassador ratifying ar- 
rangements was telegraphed verbatim 
to the colonial government the same day, 
it was written and received."

UNIVERSITY FACULTY 
DEFIES GOVE 



Fiery Speeches Are Delivered 
and Resolution Condemning 
Czar is Passed 



ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 29.— Tho 
government's ultimatum to tho 
faculty of the university, an- 
announclng that the institution would 
be closed if meetings involving tho par- 
ticipation of non-students were contin- 
ued, was defied today. An immenso 
mass meeting -was held in the university 
building, nt which many workmen, pro- 
fessional men, and several army officers 
were present.

The conditions of the lumbering in- 
dustry in British Columbia, especially 
perhaps in East Kooteuay, have en- 
abled the operators to make an im- 
portant change in their methods, which 
seems likely to have the effect of 
substantially increasing their profits, 
and, to a large extent, cutting down, 
if not entirely abolishing, the prolits of 
the middlemen on the prairies, who for 
the past few years have been making 
very large prolits, says the Nelson Can- 
adian. 

The change consists in concentrating 
the business of the East Kooteuay 
companies tit large central plants, 
which have been, and arc still being, 
greatly improved and developed. At 
such plants the timber is dressed and 
elnssitied and is ready for sale to the 
building trades direct. Until this year 
dressing and classifying was done 
by jobbers in Calgary and other prairie 
centres, whose profits from the hand- 
ling of the lumber usually far exceeded 
those of the actual mill operators. 

The change involves a further move- 
ment which cannot fail ultimately to 
be of general benefit to Kooteuay lum- 
bermen. Not every company has Un- 
necessary plant and equipment for 
completing the work as described. An 
informal system of co-operation has 
been developed, the Inrgor anil belter 
equipped companies taking over the 
lumber cut by the smelter companies. 

The latter mentioned movement was 
really forced upon the larger com- 
panies by the difficulty of keeping pace 
with their orders from the ever-grow- 
ing market in the new provinces. Its 
secondary advantages are really a by- 
product. 

A. Carney of Kaslo, provincial tim- 
ber inspector for East Kooteuay, is in 



before is t.Ite gradual consolidation of 
business into the hands of the bigger 
companies, and by them into their big 
ger plants. 

"They have taken a very important 
forward step. They arc resa whig ' and 
dressing the lumber, so that when it 
goes to the market it is ready for the 
builders. That is certain to cut out 
the middlemen in Calgary and else- 
where who have been making fortune 
out of the, dressing and classifying of 
British •.Columbia lumber. 

"The demand from Alberta and Sits 
katchewan is greater than ever, and 
there is no sign of any change in that 
respect. The demand is, in fact, so 
keen that the buyers are no longer 
squirming about the prices. They 
want the lumber and must have it at 
any price. 

"In their efforts to meet that demand 
the big companies have been buying 
up the season's cuts of the smaller 
companies. Even with those at their 
disposal they will probably not he 
able* to meet the demand. 

"The growth of the industry in Iho 
last year and its present prosperous 
condition can hardly be exaggerated. 
There are more mills, bigger and bet- 
ter mills, more lumber cut and belter 
prices for it, and a larger share of the 
profit coming to Kooteuay."

Mr. Bookman says there is an abun- 
dance of beautiful timber in that sec- 
tion of Oregon which he visited, com 
paratively undeveloped and offering op- 
portunities for many years' milling. The 
Southern Pacific, he says, is about to 
tap the country. 

There bus been complaint among the 
manufacturers at Coos bay that under 
the system of San Francisco inspection

The Pacific Coast Lumber Manufac- 
turers' Association has members in all 
the Coast states, also in in Idaho and 
Montana and in British Columbia. 

Mr. Beckman reports very difficult 
traveling in the journey from Roseburg 
to Marshfield, the latter the chief city 
of the Coos bay country. "We made the 
trip by stage," be said, "over some of 
the roil gli est road I ever saw. There are 
720,368 stones of respectable size on {he 
road, and I felt and counted every one 
of them. Some of the trip was along 
the edge of n canyon three hundred feet 
deep, and we had about six inches of 
leewav on the road between us and the 
long drop. The distance is sixty-eight 
miles, and wo made it in twenty-six 
hours.

The west coast of Vancouver Island, 
particularly that section in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of Cluyoquot, is experienc- 
ing tin unprecedented boom at the pres- 
ent time. In addition to work in con- 
nection with the development of the 
milling resources, an immense new saw- 
mill, which has been in course of con- 
struction for sonic months, is rapidly 
approaching completion, and curly next 
month will be prepared for operation, 
Hint will mean (he handling of from 
So.OOO to 00,000 feet of lumber a day. 

While it is to these legitimate indus- 
tries that tho district owes most of its 
prosperity, the liveliness which it has 
assumed during the past week cannot 
nil be traced to the same source. Ue- 
cently the Dora Snyward and the Mark- 
land, two well known Victoria, sealing 
schooners, culled at Cluyoquot, bringing 
with then) the results of their expedi- 
tious uiuotig the seals. The Indian 
crows numbered between fifty-live and 
sixty. To the native mind, the return 
lifter such a lengthy absence from 
borne bad to be celebrated in a littiug 
manner. Being able to procure liquor, 
and believing that the white guardian 
of the law would overlook their inebri- 
ations under such extenuating circum- 
stances, they proceeded to paint the lii- 
tle town a Vermillion hue. Their demon- 
stration been me so pronounced that it 
was impossible for the officer in charge 
of the preservation of the peace to over- 
look the flagrant infringements of the 
law, even had lie felt so inclined. There- 
fore Constable McDougal took prompt 
action, and in that statement lies the 
explanation of bis presence hi Victoria 
now. 

Conversing with a Colonist reporter 
yesterday the constable said his mission 
to the Capital was to place an Indian, 
Frank Jones, in jail. Jones, it appears, 
has been living upon the reservation 
near Clnyoquot for several months. 
Claiming to be 1111 American Indian, he 
contended that he was immune from the 
Canadian regulations in respect to the 
snle of liquor. Upon that ground ho 
was in the habit of obtaining the fiery 
liquid from different courses, ostensibly 
for his own use. Hut each time he got 
his hands upon a consignment, unre- 
strained hilarity was noticeable among 
the residents of the reservation. Con- 
stable McDougal took the matter up 
with bis usual energy, and had the trou- 
blesome native brought before the sti- 
pendiary magistrate and fined on sever- 
al occasions. But ho would accept the 
punishment stoically and leave, promis- 
ing never again to be guilty of becom- 
ing intoxicated, or of tempting his pals 
to the same condition. His promises 
were forgotten, however, as again and 
again Jones found himself in the clutch- 
es of the law. 

The climax was readied, Constable 
McDougal asserts, when the Indians 
from the aforementioned sealing schoon- 
ers appeared upon the scene. Word 
was then passed around the reservation 
that the officer of the law said there 
was to bo "an open town for two days" 
in honor of their homecoming. That, 
and the liquor Jones was able lo pro- 
cure, was sufficient to precipitate a 
crisis. The Indians all drank liberally 
and soon were in the throes of a de- 
bauch such as only they are capable 
of experiencing. The Constable made 
quite a few arrests, gathering in, among 
others, the recalcitrant Jones. All were 
dealt with stringently, and the latter, 
the one principally responsible, was sen- 
tenced to imprisonment. 

The government is building a new- 
jail at Clnyoquot. The structure will 
have a number of cells, a courtroom 
and, altogether, will bo quite a hand- 
some little building. Constable McDou- 
gal expects that it will be completed 
mid ready for occupation sometime next 
month. 

Referring lo the sawmill, Constable 
.McDougal staled that it would be in 
operation, according to the plans of the 
management, by November 10. 'J'licre 
are approximately 250 men employed 
about tho works. That number will be 
augmented by 50 millwrights in the 
near future. The company is arranging 
to have its own chartered vessels cull 
regularly. They will take the finished 
produel tn different points on the Am- 
erican continent, paying special atten- 
tion to New l'orlt and tho other largo 
cities of the Eastern United State* 
const, whore thai article is in most de- 
mand. 

Everything considered, the outlook for 
the west coast i-; exceedingly bright. 
With the stimulus that has been given 
the mining, limber and other indus- 
tries by the report that tho C. 1-. it. 
contemplates extending its line to Al- 
herui and hence to the north end of the 
Island, rapid advances arc predicted.

Residents Awaiting Anxiously the 
Coming of V. W. & Y. 
Line

deputy mining recorder at Lillooet, ar- 
rived yesterday on ti short vacation and 
registered Bt the Dominion hotel. Inter- 
viewer] by ;i Colonist reporter he .said 
things were 11 little quiet as regards bus- 
iness, which, however. Is only usual at 
this time of yen-; but it is, to some ex- 
tent, due In the fact that people are 
holding off in anticipation of the com- 
ing of the. railway, which will mater- 
ially alter the conditions of the place 
and considerably enhance values. The 
line referred to is the 'Mim Hill" line, 
the V. \V. it Y., starting from North 
Vancouver, up the Squavuish valley, 
through Pemberton Meadows to Lillooet 
and thence to Port George, through Lhe 
famous ranching and cattle raising coun- 
try of llie Chilcotin, where is situated the 
gfliig ranch, managed by ,!. D. Preatlcc. 

•'Lillooet." said Mr. Mlnty, "is a great 
fruit producing centre, one of the oldest 
in British Columbia, with some grnnd 
old orchards, producing Ions of fruit, for 
which unfortunately "there is as yet but 
a very indifferent market, owing to the 
lack of transportation. It is also a great 
hunting centre. This year, tip to the 
time I left, I had sold twenty-three li- 
cences for big game shooting, each cost- 
ing $50. Lillooet is found to be a very 
convenient starting place for hunters of 
•big game and guides and outfit are al- 
ways held in readiness in anticipation of 
the demand for such provision by hunt- 
ing parties continually arriving. The 
licences mentioned were issued I? stran- 
gers; and over and above these, thore 
are considerable numbers of Canadian 
sportsmen who make this their centre 
of operations in the season.

$7.f>0 each for wolves and panthers, in 
addition to the vnlue of the skins, which 
means about a dollar in the case of the 
first named and more for the other two. 
The Indians make quite a little revenue 
nut of this and the government pays 
away a very considerable sum yearly for 
this very desirable purpose. 

"The Iowa-Lillooet Dredging company 
closed down about two weeks ago, owing 
to internal differences and litigntlon. It 
is a good paying proposition and was 
under the able superintendence of Mr. 
Kirk wood, nn Australian, an expert in 
dredging. Mr. Kirk wood has now gone 
to Clinton to instal a dredger ,for P. 
Burns, the cattle man, on High Bar, on 
the Praser, (>0 miles above- Lillooet. 

"The Iowa-Lillooet company have been 
taking out good money nil summer and 
it is a great detriment to the place that 
the industry should be thus tied up, 
throwing a considerable number of men 
out of employment. 

"Mr. Babb, an Amcricnn from Cincin- 
nati, started an hydraulicing outfit this 
aummer on Bridge river, a tributary of 
the Eraser. There is said to be plenty 
of gold there and they hnve been work- 
ing steadily for the last two years get- 
ting things in good shape and are now 
about to commence washing. Labor is 
not too plentiful and they have been 
hiring all the men they can get. There 
are a number of men prospecting and 
mining on Bridge River and Cadwalder 
Creek and all appear to make good 
wages. 

"Land is getting very valuable in the 
district around Lillooet and especially 
so in the Pemberton Meadows country, 
in expectation of the railroad coming 
through. A considerable number of new- 
settlers are coming into the country, 
chiefly British Columbians. In former 
times were in arrears with their taxes, 
some to the extent of two or three 
years, but such is not the case today, and. 
in fact, there is a general feoliug of pros- 
perity abroad. 

"The crops this year have been vcrv 
good, apples, pears and peaches have all 
done well and although transport is a 
difficulty, farmers manage to get rid of 
most of their fruit by sale to the In- 
dians. When the railway comes all this 
will be altered and Lillooet will soon be- 
come a. nourishing centre."

RAIL TO THE MAINLAND. 

When the Hon. Mr, Toinpleman was 
here he snid Mint the estimate, being 
made by .Mr. Del I C. E. of ilio cost of 
making an all-rail connection between 
the Island and the Mainland by way 
of Seymour Narrows, would, he thought, 
he complete in the course of two weeks 
and would then be senl to the Board 
of Trade here, a l whose request it whs 
heiug prepared. It has not yet come to 
hand. Whether or not it is completed 
wc do not know. Our only reason for 
mentioning this is because some weeks 
ago, in speaking of this matter, we said 
something about awaiting the report he- 
fore saying much about the project. 
This reference is owing to ihe kindness 
of a Colonist reader, who has placed at 
our disposal the report of Col. Moody 
on route- for lite Canadian Pacific, in 
which he says [lull it would cost about 
If'iO.OOO.OOO to reach ICsquimalt with the 
railway, by way of Seymour Narrows, 
than it would to reach flitrrnrd Inlet, 
where Vancouver now stands. Speaking 
at the Board of Trade. Mr. Tenipleuian 
said that he though I Mr. Hell's figures 
would be between $20,000,000 and ?25,- 
000.00O, but he did not wish to ho un- 
derstood as speaking positively. We un- 
derstand that this amount includes not 
only the cost of the necessary bridges, 
bill also that of the line down the shore 
of Bute Inlet. 

Lei ii be assumed that the connec- 
tion "ill cost this sum of money. It 
is a largo sum, but il is not ton large. It 
was too great, perhaps, to be considered 
when the Canadian Pari tic was in course 
of construction, although Marcus Smith 
( '. E., who surveyed Ilio line did not 
think so: hut il is not too great now. 
Wc know now what traffic with the 
Orient is likely to amount to. We know 
now what the resources of Vancouver 
Island are, and what would seem ex- 
ceedingly serious iti railway constrifetion 
thirty year:; ago, is no longer so re- 
garded. There are no linancial difficul- 
ties in the way. There never were any 
engineering impossibilities. The ques- 
tion has resolved itself into one of prac- 
tical utility, and our abili(y»"to demon- 
strate to the government of Canada 
thai the work ought to he undertaken. 
Every one here is now convinced thai 
the project will be carried nut; but every 
one does not seem to be satisfied that it 
can be carried out now. We are going 
to begin a campaign with that object, 
and the first step in it is tu call up in 
our Island representatives to bring the 
matter before Ihe attention of the gov- 
ernment and parliament.

Uinbia has felt no inconvenience from 
ihein, by reason of the fuel that our 
population has not yet reached the fig- 
ure when the increase stops. The in- 

sufficiency of the allowance for admin 
istrntloil and legislation is fell by all. 
Therefore the rectification of these mat- 
ters is not any more the concern of one 
province than of tlie others. They do 
not have the slightest bearing upon our 
special claims, and there is not the 
least reason why they should nol uli 
be settled satisfactorily to every one, 
without the exceptional demand of Brit' 



ish Columbia being considered at all. 
No difficulty seems to have arisen upon 
these points, and it only remains for 
the Dominion government to give effect 
to the recommendations of the confer 
ence or such modifications thereof, as 
it may deem proper, and to do this, il 
will he necessary to amend the British 
North America Act, because tfle allow- 
ances to the provinces, except Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta, were fixed either 
by that act or by orders in council 
made under it. Possibly it might be bet- 
ter to have the provinces unanimous in 
asking for the necessary changes, and 
as they arc, there is no necessity for 
raising any debate upon that aspect of 
the case. If the federal government 
sees lit to ask the Imperial parliament 
to amend the B, N. A. Act, so as to 
make the per capita .subsidies expand 
with the population without placing any 
limit on the amount, and to increase the 
allowance for administration and legis- 
lation, it has all the warrant thai it 
can ask from the provinces. This phase 
of the subject may be dismissed from 
consideration. The general question of 
better terms, so far as it affects all the 
provinces, is settled as far as an iutor- 
provincial conference can settle it, and 
'by that settlement. British Columbia will 
he benefited in due proportion. At 
lea-l we will be put upon the same rela- 
tive footing as all the other provinces, 
so far as the items mentioned are con- 
cerned. 

Hut this is not the British Columbia 
case about which so much has been 
said, and which so many representa- 
tives of the British Columbia ministry 
have pressed upon the attention of the 
federal government. Our case is a spe 
cial one. None of the other provinces 
lias anything like it, and it is for the 
manner in which he dealt with this spe- 
cial case that the Hon. Mr. McBntle 

must in unt to tin. electorate 

"f Ihe province. That we had 
a special case has always been 
disputed, or rather, it has never 
heeu admitted until recently. 
When Hon. .Mr. Duusrauir went ty Ui 
tawa in 1001, he was unable to secure 
any admission from the federal Premier 
that our province had any right to ex 
ceptioiml treatment. The reasonable 
ness of the position that, inasmuch as 
the province contributed an exception 
ally large amount per capita to the 
minion government, it was entitled to 
receive a larger per capita Dominion ex- 
penditure than the other provinces, the 
contention that the development of 
British Columbia by public works mi 
ilertakeu or assisted by the Dominion 
government would be exceedingly profit- 
able from a federal point of view, lie

THE CITY COUNCIL 



Variety of Important Matters Are 
Handled at Last Evening's 
Meeting 



PROTEST AGAINST VEHICLE BY-LAW 



Delegation From Victoria Auto 
Club Lays Views Before 
Aldermen 



Before taking up the regular busi- 
ness of the meeting last evening the 
city council was waited on by a large 
delegation from the Victoria Automo- 
bile Club regarding the bylaw to 
regulate motor and other vehicles. The 
delegation Included A. B. Todd, Dr. 
Hart, W. Todd, Dr. A. J. Garesche, 
Fred Moore, J. Barnsley, L. Plther, A. 
.1. C. Galletly, Col. Hall, Capt. Troup, 
W. L. Challoner, Dr. A. E. Verrinder, 
J. A. Sayward, D. H. Bales, J. Brown, 
H. Grant, T. Pllmley and Dr. Nelson. 
A. E. Todd was spokesman and read 
a statement giving the views of the 
club, dealing at length with the various 
clauses of the bylaw. 

Aid. Yates said the bylaw had been 
introduced owing, principally, to the 
infractions of the law by unprincipled 
drivers. Oak nay municipality had 
wished to have the same laws govern 
their district as were enforced in Vic- 
toria, and a meeting was held at which 
the bylaw was thoroughly gone Into. 
At this meeting F. M. Hattenbury, who 
Is a member of the automobile club, 
as well as a councillor of Oak Bay, 
argued from both sides of the ques- 
tion. For himself, lie said he was In 
favor of having no speed limit, making 
the drivers responsible for any acci- 
dent that might occur. By Indentify- 
ing the machine it was not always 
catching the driver, when it was the 
latter who should be dealt with. He 
thanked the committee for their at- 
tendance, and asked them to submit 
nny proposed improvements to the by- 
law. 

Mr. Todd said if lie understood cor- 
rectly Aid. Yates wished tin 1 club to 
submit a by-law. This could be done, 
but It would bo a very short one. He 
was of tlie opinion that if t lie pro- 
vincial law was carried out It would 
cover the matter thoroughly. 

Captain Troup was of Uio opinion 
that automobiles should be encouraged, 
as they were not as hard on the streets 
as a wagon. 

Aid. Hall was of the opinion that 
the by-law should deal more fully with 
automobiles that are for hire, as the 
members of the club nave rules gov- 




erning themselves, and those hiring 
automobiles are not members of the 
club. The aldermen should be taken 
for a ride to test the speed limit. 

His Worship said It was all right to 
have the club discipline its members, 
but he wished to know where the fines 
went to. 

Mr. Challoner said that, judging 
from the by-law, it was the fines that 
the board were after. 

The delegation then withdrew. 

Property Owners Protest 
Taking up the regular business, the 
Victoria Property Owners' Association 
wrote as follows: 

Gentlemen: On the lTtli December, 1H01 
tills association called your attention to the 
excessive cost of the permanent sidewalks 
as then being lnlil down In this city. Also, 
to the circumstances taut hi Vancouver tlic 
same class of work wen being done at 17 
cents; In Seattle, by contract, at 12 cents; 
and in London, Out., by contract, at I) 
cents. Also at Los Angeles, Cnl., at 11 
cents. 

■Ids disparity of price Indira! es, iu the 
opinion of this ussoclutlou (whose mem- 
bers ilnive to pay so large a proportion of 
these costs),' that there must foe something 
radlcaly wrong In the management of this 
public work. 

'niu prices charged for sidewalks deem to 
vary from 14. OS cents to 2S.SO cents pet 
superficial foot; and even, according to 
iBy-laiw 438, to u sum of 83.33 cents on tnnt 
section of Douglas street from Fort, to 
Kane. The average commercial value of 
tills work does not exceed lli to 18 cents 
per superficial foot. This menus that the 
owner of each Co-foot lot is overcharged 
two thirds of the difference 'between the 
nctuul nnd the assessed value over and 
above the fair market value of UUe gools 
supplied. 

Tula Is a system tint has extended for 
miles with varying rates of overcharge, In- 
volving sevexul thousands of dollars of 
the people's money. 

In support of my contention as to the 
value of the work, 1 enclose copies of let- 
ters received this year from file city en- 
gineers of Vancouver and London, Out., 
and I have also detailed estimates from com- 
petent, contractors In corroboration of iny 
inures, and I have no hesitation In Baying 
that Uie whole of this work emild be bet- 
ter done by contract at from 15 to 18 cents 
per foot 'super., (Including 20 per cent 
profit), thus effecting a most considerable 
saving of tile ratepayers' and property- 
owners' money. 

This association desires to enter Its pro- 
test against the abuse by which property- 
owners generally (and Its members particu- 
larly, who contribute so largo » P r °- 
portlon of the costs) arc made to 
nay for warks done so greatly 
In excess of the value received: nnd would 
further suggest that, if tills system of "day 
labor" Is to be continued, a proper me- 
chanical concrete-mixer should be put In 
use, as at Vancouver and other np-todnte 
cities. Also, that the price paid for gravel 
should not exceed Its fair market value, 
and that the present wasteful way of doing 
the work be remedied. 

TIIOS. C. SORB Y, 
Secy. Property Owners' Assn. 
Aid. Stewart pointed out that the 
cost of labor was much higher in Vic- 
toria than in the Fast, and ho thought 
it was not a fair comparison. He also 
pointed out that the cost of cement 
was almost double what It was in the 
Fast, and If the cost of material and 
labor was taken into consideration, 
Victoria would have a very low aver- 
age. 

Aid. Yates said it was his opinion 
that the main object of the communi- 
cation was to havo the work clone by 
contract. 

The communication was referred to 
the city engineer for report. 

Fall Fair Report 
Tho report of Secretary Smart of 
the British Columbia Agricultural As- 
sociation was then presented as is 
dealt with in another column. 

Aid. Yates moved that the report be 
received and filed, and said it was in- 
deed gratifying to learn that the exhi- 
bition had been run without any grant 
from- tho corporation. He referred to 
the work done by Secretary Smart 
and Assistant Secretary Floyd, and 
stated that they should bo highly com- 
mended for the manner In which they 
had carried out the undertaking. 

Aid. Hall seconded the motion and 
extended his .congratulations to Secre- 
tary Smart for the able manner In 
which he had performed his duties. 
He hoped to see the smaller shows dis- 
continued and all efforts centred to 
make the annual exhibition at Victoria 
a success. 

His Worship called attention to the 
good work that Aid. Yates had done 
in connection with the fair. 

The report was received and adopt- 
ed. 

The matter of the option from the 
Bowker Park Company to the agri- 
cultural association of the property 
known as the driving park was pre- 
sented to the council. 

Aid. Yates pointed out that It was 
only through tho efforts of the execu- 
tive of the association that the option 
had been secured, otherwise the prop- 
erty would have passed Into the hands 
of a private corporation. He was of 
the opinion that the Bowker Park 
company should be thanked for their 
action In refusing an offer of $40,000 
for tho patk In order to give the city 
the first chance. He moved that the 
letter bo received and tiled, which was 
seconded by Aid. Stewart and adopted. 
General Business 

A communication was reecelved from 
Bracknian & Ker, protesting against 
the proposed vehicle by-law. Laid on 
the table. 

A. W. Vowoll. Indian agent, request- 
ed that the tine collected from the 
proprietor of the Colonial Motel be 
handed to the department, as the 
charge had been laid by an officer of 
the Indian department. 

The communication was referred to 
the chief of police and solicitor. 

Lee & Fraser wrote saying that they 
had received an offer of $3000 for 12 
lots in block 80 of the corporation 
property In James Bay. 

R. Jackson offered 57,".n for the piece 
of land of the Cameron property. 

They will be Informed that the price 
Is too low. 

The question was laid over for a 
week, to give an opportunity for other 
tenders being received. 

James F. Painter complained of a 
bad drain In the rear or his premises 
In Victoria West. 

Referred to the city engineer and 
streets, sewers and bridges committee. 

C. J. Brown complained of a drain 
running through his premises, and 
threatened legal proceedings If It was 
not removed. 

Referred to the streets, sewers and 
bridges committee. 

West Coast Needs 

Joseph Pelrson wrote as follows: 

Gentlemen: The past week having add- 
ed another tu the appalling shipping dis- 
asters with loss of life on our west coast 
must be my apology for troubling you at 
this time. It will be remembered that 
sonic nine months ago there appeared un- 
der special red headings In the evening 
dally paper, purporting to represent the 
federal government, an Intimation that one 
lifeboat hail been secured "for Immediate 
transference to and use on the West coast 
of Vancouver Island," and that "others will 
follow as soon us built." On the strength 
of such representations the citizens of Vic- 
toria were called upon to vote at the toy- 



election, evidently thus being iulled or 
allured into the "fools' paradise" of se- 
curity, on promises not yet fulfilled, and 
It. Is now thought that the 'mayor and Al- 
dermen, as representing the citizens, should 
cause strong representations to be made 
to the .Dominion and provincial .governmen'a 
and possibly to seek the co-operation of 
other cities In doing so, with a view of 
compelling Immediate action on the part 
of the Dominion government in the emi- 
nently humane and nenelielcnt work of sav- 
ing life and property on this coast. I need 
hardly remind you that within a period of 
two years no less than 800 lives were lost 
within a radius of 80 miles of this city.

Aid. Vincent could not see why all 
the blame should be placed on Vic- 
toria, and pointed out that the Do- 
minion government maintained the 
Salvor at a cost of $10,000 a year. 

Aid. Yates said the Salvor did as 
much good as a lifeboat In Victoria, 
and he could not understand how a 
lifeboat could be maintained on the 
large salaries that were promised. 

His Worship appointed a committee 
composed of Aldermen Yates and Hall 
to draft a report to be sent to the Do- 
minion government. 

The city solicitor reported that the 
action of the Victoria Terminal Rail- 
way vs. the city had been formally 
declared closed. Received nnd filed. 

A petition was received from M. 
Young a.nd 75 others, requesting that 
a petition be submitted to the rate- 
payers to raise $50,000 to purchase the 
driving park and to make certain Im- 
provements. 

The petition was received and re- 
ferred to the city assessor for report. 

A. J. C. Galletly ana other residents 
of Rockland avenue petitioned tho cor- 
poration to Improve the sewerage sys- 
tem In that vicinity, pointing out many 
reasons why the work should be done. 

Aid. Douglas moved that the com- 
munication be referred to the engineer 
and the streets, sewers and bridges 
committee. Carried. 

The cemetery committee recom- 
mended that the fence on the Quadra 
street side of the old cemetery be re- 
moved. The report was adopted. 
Proposed Park Improvements 
The park committee presented the 
report already appearing in the Colo- 
nist, regarding certain proposed Im- 
provements. 

Aid. Vincent was opposed to any 
attempt to dispose of any portion of 
Beacon Hill park. 

Aid. Douglas was surprised that an 
attempt should be made to defeat the 
proposal before It was considered. It 
was impossible for the corporation to 
attend to the portion of the park re- 
ferred to, and at present It was not 
lit to be a part of any public park. 

Aid. Yates was In favor of the re- 
port. 

His Worship was not In favor of the 
report. The park was given to the 
city as a sacred trust by tho late Sir 
James Douglas, and he did not see how 
the compact could be broken. 

Aid. Douglas — It's the same with the 
Indian reserve. 

His Worship— If that portion of the 
park was properly treated It would be 
a very picturesque spot. 

Aid. Douglas — What will you do with 
the animals? 

His Worship — I would do away with 
every one that could not be treated as 
It should be. 

Aid. Douglas — That Is your opinion, 
but there are othor people In Victoria 
who havo a different opinion. 

Aid. Stewart was not in favor of 
selling any portion of the park, but 
was In favor of spending more money 
on It. 

The report was laid over for a week. 
The report of the fiunneo committee 
accepting the offer of Lieut. Governor 
Dun'smuir for the city debentures Was 
received and adopted. 

The finance committee presented ac- 
counts nniounliug to $053, which Were 
received and ordered paid. 

Programme of Street Work 
The streets, sewer and bridges commit- 
tee presented tho following report, which 
was adopted: 

Gentlemen: Your streets, bridges nnd 
sewers committee having considered the 
undermentioned subjects, beg to recom- 
mend the following for adoption 'by the 
council, namely: 

Re proposed sewer connection by-law. 
Recommended that tbls by-law be prepared 
by the city solicitor and Introduced. 

Re petition of .lames Wilson for n sewer; 
on Ilcbnrrison stret. Recommended that 
the sewer be laid from Seoresby street, up- 
on condition that the parties benefited 
agree to connect their premises with the 
same. 

Re communication from S. E. Feather- 
stone. Recommended that he be Informed j 
that the council Is unable to open tip Sea- 
view avenue on account of lack of funds. 

Re petition of (',. MIMiell for a sidewalk 
on Jessie street, south side. Recommended 
that bis work be carried out at a cost not 
exceeding $63, 

Re petition of II. V. Pullin et al., for 
th" opening up of St. Andrew's street, and 
sidewalk. Recommended that the peti- 
tioners be Informed that tills work cannot 
be curried out al preseit, owing to the 
link of available funds. 

Re petition of trustees of 'Odd Fellows 
Union In regard to the proposed permanent 
sidewalk In front of the Odd Fellows block. 
Recommended that the grade of this side- 
walk be laid so as not to Interfere with 
tin- existing entrances to Hie 'building. 

Re petition of F Angus et al., for t'he 
opening up of Richardson street, between 
Moss street and St. Charles street. Re- 
commended that the plan be prepared ny 
the city engineer, ami No. RIO showing the 



.Chemical Works will 'be reduced' to a min- 
imum. 

The .manager of the company pointed out 
that they were even more desirous tlum 
the .general public to prevent the escape of 
all fumes Inasmuch us such scape meant 
just so much loss to the company, and lie 
-stated that the company would proceed 
with the Installation of its new plant with 
as little delay us possible. 

Your committee would, therefore, recom- 
mend that lie company 'be . allowed the 
necessary Mine to complete the installa- 
tion of Its new plant. 

It was decided to hold a meeting on 
Thursday afternoon to consider the 
Bowker Park, bylaw. 

His Worship took occasion to' refer 
to the courteous treatment he had re- 
ceived at Kniuloops, after which the 
meeting adjourned.

Maru Sa I for Orient 
Today

Elisa Lihn Comes to Be Re- 
classed— Tees Returns From 
West Coast 



Large steamers are expected in port 
during this week. Today tho U. M. S. 
Empress of Japan will arrive about 
noon from Vancouver, buiuil for Yoko- 
hama nnd the usual ports eu route to 
Hongkong with the "Overseas Mail," 
and the Japanese steamer Shinano Maru 
is also expected from Seattle for Hong- 
kong via the same ports. Both steam- 
ers have a full cargo. It was necessary 
to leave part of the cargo offered for 
the Empress liner on the dock at Van- 
couver. The delay o£ the Monteagie, 
which was scheduled to sail on Novem- 
ber 5, ut Hongkong, to make repairs 
because of injuries sustained during the 
typhoon, has resulted in a glut of 
freight. The Empress of Japan will 
have n large complement of passengers, 
of whom about 1-0, mostly steerugc, 
will embark here. The steamer will 
have one of the largest complements of 
Chinese carried for some time, over SK)0 
In all. The Japanese liner will have 
among her passengers Mr. Hascba, n 
pTominout Japanese member of parlia- 
ment, who has been traveling in the 
United States. 

Following the two outward bound 
liners to sail today the Japanese liner 
Tango iMnru : .s expected from Yoko- 
hama tomorrow, and 'the steamers Bes- 
sie Dollar and EJleric, large freighters, 
are nil due. The Bessie Dollar left 
Hakodate, Japan, on October 12, and 
is fully due with GU0 'tons of sulphur, 
consigned to Victoria chemical v. orns, 
Tho Elleric is coming- from Cape Nome. 
The Bessie Dollar wns to have taken n 
load of Chinese coolies to Gunyaihas 
for the contractors engaged in building 
the Mexican Central railway, bur ow-l 
ing to some disagreement with thcj 
Shanghai Tnotais the Chinese were ta- 1 
ken off the vessel at Shanghai and the 
charter was later cancelled. The, 
steamer then proceeded to North Japan 
to load sulphur for Victoria. 

The big white liner Ningchow is due 
tomorrow from Liverpool, via the Ori- 
ent, with several hundred Ions of gen- 
eral cargo for this port. It is expected 
she will proceed to Taconia after dis- 
embarking her steerage passengers at 
this port, and will return to discharge 
local freight and load the outwnrd ship- 
ments. Other stenmers on the way are 
the Orient liners Tartar of the 6. I'. 
It. line nnd Lyra of the Boston Tugboat 
Company, both of which arc expected 
on Saturday from Yokohama.

Gentlemen: Your special committee ap- 
pointed to enquire Into the complaint of 
Mr. Drake with reference to 1 ho nuisance 
caused hy the escape of noxious fumes Prom 
the Victoria Chemical Works, beg to re- 
port us follows: 

Your committee visited the works on 
Wednesday the 24th Inst. They ascertain- 
ed that a short time ago owing to the bot- 
tom of one of the sulphuric acid furnaces 
cracking, a large escape of fumes occurred. 
This was probably whnt caused the com- 
plaint of Mr. Drake to he made.

Three sealing vessels were spoken, the 
Markhind, Capt. Heater, with 090 seal- 
skins uud the Carrie (.'. W., Cnpt. Mac- 
auley, with 52(1 skins, al Xootwa; and 
the Dora Siewerd, Cnpt. McKiel, all of 
which were previously reported. On Sun- 
day the Victoria, last of the "white" 
schooners to reach port, came in with 639 
skins. The steamer Zillah May arrived 
yesterday with 208 skins. 

The Tees passed within a hundred 
yards of the wreck of the barkeutine 
Skagit when going into Clo-ooae on her 
homebound trip on Sunday. The vessel 
presented a sorry-looking appearance, 
with the musts all gone, and tlie star- 
board side pounded out. The seas pour- 
ing through the vessel and spouting out 
on the lee side like waterfalls. Cnpt. 
Townseud thought the vessel would 
break up soon. Some canned goods, 700 
eases of which was loaded on the vessel, 
were being washed ashore, together with 
quantities of wreckage. 

From Nootka news was brought of 
the washing ashore of a lifebuoy which 
has been drifting about the North Pa- 
cific since the steamer Walla Walla was 
lost nfter collision with the French bark- 
Max, some years nj,'o. The name was 
still legible on the buoy. At Haft Co'-e 
near Quatslno, Indians reported finding 
an eliptieal copper lifebuoy, such as 
those used on British war vessels. Dur- 
ing the summer months the Shearwater 
hnd four of these washed overboard, 
and two were found at Hcrriott liny, 
Queen Charlotte islands. It Is Hot im- 
probable that this is also from the ShefUv 
water, A small quantity of white- 
painted lumber had been washed ashore 
in Forward Inlet, presumably coming 
from some sailing craft. 

At Sechurt it was reported Hint whales 
were seen in numbers in Burkley Sound, 
and the whaler Orion hud gone in pur- 
suit. Owing to the rough weather pre- 
valent during the last weeks, few whales 
were taken (luring October.'

HOUSEHOLDERS' QUALIFICATION. 

Sir, — In n recent Issue of your paper 1 
notice n paragraph beaded "Civic Voters' 
List," where, referring to the mutter of 
Ihouseihnlders iregisteifin.g, It says: '"Tihe 
qualifications for a vote nre: He. must he 
a British subject over the age <>f til; and 
have resided in the city since January 1st." 
fThls is misleading, inasmuch ns It conveys 
Hie Idea that ladles are excluded, whereas 
the Municipal Ejections Aet distinctly says: 
" 'Householder' shall mean and Include any 
person of ihe full age of twenty-one years 
who occupies n dwelling, tenement, Hotel 
or boarding house, or any pari or portion 
of n dwelling, tenement, hotel or boarding 
house, ami who shall, unless exempt by 
staiute or municipal by-lawi have paid 
direeily tu (lie municipal rates, taxes or 
fees of nut less tban two dollars for the 
current year." It seems clear, therefore, 
that all ladles over in occupying a dwelling 
as described are eligible, heeaiu-e by out 
statutes they nre exempt from the tnxes. 
The snme exception also applies to men 
over 50 years of age. No one will dOu'bt 
that both Indies of 21 nnd men over 50 
must lie Included ns comprised under the 
"any person of the full age." etc. It Is 
now 'hoped Hint the ladles especially will 
bestir 'themselves and register as quickly as 
possible before the last day of this month.

A SECOND IMPORTATION. 

Fish and Game Club to Get Second 
Shipment of Capercailzie. 

The recent Importation of capercailzie 
rind black game by the Victoria and Van- 
couver Game clubs has arouseed wide- 
spread interest. Now thin the birds 
have been successfully placed at certain 
carefully selected districts upon the 
Lower Mainland and Vancouver Island 
the enthusiastic sportsman naturally, 
anxious to ascertain how they are doing 
— whether they iiml the climatic and 
other conditions prevailing in western 
Canada congenial. A great deal depends 
upon this point. If the- new species of 
game cannot adapt themselves to their 
new environment they must die out very 
rapidly and the enterprise of those con- 
cerned in the improvement of British Co- 
lumbia's premises will have proved a 
failure. 

Anticipating Hie general interest that 
would be taken in the matter. Secretary 
.Musgrave, of the local Fish & Game 
club, has forwarded cominunica lions to 
those residing at Cowiehan lake, Quam- 
ichan lake, (Iluueansl, Saturna island, 
and other points where the birds were 
liberated, asking them to notify him as 
to their movements and welfare when- 
ever possible ami up to Hie present no 
replies have been received. 

Personally, Secretary Musgrave is con- 
fident that both tho capercailzie and 
black game will fare well hi this prov- 
ince. Ho believes that Ihey will not 
only be able to exist but that Ihey will 
lint] the conditions so similar to those 
they are familiar with Unit they will 
muitiplv rapidly nudfi before the expir- 
ation lit' the ten years which I he gov- 
ernment has set as a close season. Will 
have increased to such an extent as to 
make their extermination well night im- 
possible. However, ill order to insure 
such a gratifying outcome to the ven- 
ture, the club contemplates the nnporta- 
lion of another shipment "f lh<* same 
species of game birds. According lo 
their present plans they will reach here 
sometime early in the spring. I his 
second lot it is intended, will be Scat- 
tered „vcr a wider territory than that 
which has already arrived. In this waj 
the local club hopes to avoid any pos- 
sibility of the new birds congregating 
in any one district.

"CRUISING THE FJORDS 



Iddings Bros. Describe Trip From 
Roadstead of Fort Rupert to 
Knights Inlet 



Recreation, (New York), in its issue 
for October, publishes the following as 
a second installment of the series of ar- 
ticles on "Cruising the Fjords of the 
North Pacific," by D. W. and A. S. 
Iddings. This deals with experiences on 
a trip from the roadstead of Fort Rupert 
to Knight's Inlet: 

"On the low, sandy beach of Beaver 
harbor, on the lee side of Vancouver's 
Island, and near ils northern extrem- 
ity, stands a group of barnlikc houses, 
the Indian village of Fort Rupert. 
.Bleached while by the sun and weather 
these rude dwellings stand out in strik- 
ing contrast against a deep green back- 
ground formed by the impenetrable semi- 
tropical forest which everywhere covers 
the island's rugged face, a virgin forest 
indeed, such as the schoolgirl defined us 
"one in which the hand of man has never 
dared to put his foot into it.' Once a 
mightier village, the population of Fort 
Rupert at present consists of some twen- 
ty or more families of the tribe of la- 
d'ians known as the Fort Ruperts. They 
are a short, squat, stockily built people, 
of .in olive color and features indicating 
their supposed .Mongolian origin. Dressed 
in Japanese clothing the disguise would 
be complete. As it is, they mostly affect 
the white man's clothes, though in many 
cases in an abbreviated form; for in- 
stance, a gaudy pair of drawers Quite 
often suffice a man for the trousers 
which seem so essential to us, while 
some of the older people still cling to 
the blanket as their sole apparel. They 
are mainly a fishing folk, and through 
unknown centuries of such life have be- 
come most proQceut canoeists ami sail- 
ors, even daring the voyage to distant 
Japan, in their homemade barks in quest 
of seal and whales. Salmon, fresh as 
taken in the spawning season, when 
they run up I he creeks and streams 
from the salt of the sea. and cured dur- 
ing the remainder of the year, lorm the 
basis of their sustenance. Halibut, cod, 
herring, oolakan and other sen fishes are 
likewise taken and domestically con- 
sumed. This fish diet, is varied by ven- 
ison ill the families of the more ener- 
getic, who care to hunt for the count- 
less deer that abound in the wilder- 
ness of woods on all hands. And yet 
more fortunate is the occasional family 
which possesses a hunter of sufficient 
prowess and ambition to bring home a 
fat wapiti (elk) from the mountain fast- 
nesses of the interior. 

f'The family home is a unique affair 
of roughly split slabs and slats, spread 
over a massive frame-work of hug;; hr 
trees, felled near-by, and as a rule 
strangely carved and wrought after the 
fashion of the family totem-pole, twbich 
guards the only opening in the house, a 
small, rude doorway, always facing the 
beach. The structure thus formed is an 
oblong building of proportions suggesting 
a meeting house rather than the shelter 
for a single family. Mother Earth fur- 
nishes the mosaic for the Uoor, in the 
centre of which the lire, which serves at 
once for cooking and heating, is, ki.ipjlerl. 
A hole in the roof relieves in, a meas- 
ure the atmosphere of smoke, and ■ lets 
in the only daylight they enjoy indoors. 
Suspended from' the huge ■ rafters over- 
head hang hundreds of. fish, sun-cured 
in pari, receiving Iheir final curing in 
the dense smoke near the roof. They 
are hospitable people, these Siawashes, 
and benches for the seating of the 
guests at their potlatebes, or-feasts, run 
round the four walls of every home; hi 
fact, the houses are built rather for 
feast purposes than to meet the mere 
requirements of a dwelling. At these 
potlatebes there often gather within a 
single house the entire population of 
several villages, so the buildings must 
needs be large. 

"Such were the simple homes of the 
Hunts, a family of halfbreeds of domin- 
ating influence among the Fort Rupert 
and neighboring Indian tribes. Their 
grandfather, a hardy Scot, came to Fort 
Rupert in the early days, one of the 
very first sent out. by the Hudson's Bay 
company to trade thereabouts. He wooed 
and won. as bus many a northern (ruder, 
an Indian he'le. And from this union 
came the present stock — shrewd traders, 
daring sailors, successful fishers and 
crafty woodsmen ami hunters. 

"We were fortunate in having under 
engagement one of these Hunts. Sam, a 
grandson of the original sire, together 
with the sailing' sloop, for our cruise of 
the fjords of the opposite British Colum- 
bian mainland nnd thence down coast lo 
Vancouver. 

"We spent several days at anchor off 
Fort Rupert, busily engaged at over- 
hauling our little vessel, which, though 
already fairly fitted for commission by- 
Sam, still lacked a few fishing touches 
to suit our more esthetic white tastes. 
Then, besides, our provisions and outfit 
had to be carefully cut out and so 
stowed away as to economize space and 
at the same time to be readily accessible. 

other and split a supply 
>od for the small eook- 
enntended with us for 
the possession of the scant cabin. These 
preliminaries, together with numerous 
trips ashore and parleying with the in- 
quisitive villagers, readily took up the 
time until the sail'iig day. 

"The evening previous, at near dusk, 
while entertaining on board a Fort Ru- 
pert caller, our attention was attracted 
to the swift approach of a huge dugout 
canoe manned by a crew of twenty 
swarthy paddlcrs. With the speed of a 
screw-propeller the craft noiselessly ad- 
vanced to the village beach. There, 
without disembarking, an Indian in the 
prow arose, ami in a peculiarly sonorous 
voice drew Hie villagers from their hops-' 
es, ami in the strange melody of his na- 
tive tongue harangued them respecting 
the death and approaching burial at 
Alert Hay, some fifty miles to the south, 
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Cornel tn three heights— , 1 , and 
2 Inches ntbaek. Mndo of HUHU linen— 
can you think of ttfahrinyou'il ratherhave 
your collars mode of ?

of a relative of one of (he Fort Rupert 
Indians. His speech concluded, the 
headman, or chief, of the Fort Ruperts 
responded in a voice choked with emo- 
tion, and invited the visitors to sup, 
which from alacrity of the response 
must not have been altogether' unexpect- 
ed. The feast was an elaborate one, as 
Slwa'sh feasts go, mid they made a night 
of it, paddling away toward home at 
dawn. 

"Our own departure came a few- hours 
later, after the sun was well up m a 
cloudless sky. A fresh breeze off the 
shore gave us a fair wind for our ob- 
jective, the mouth of Knight's Inlet, 
some seventy-live miles lo the southeast. 
Amid the "Ala-kiislas" (good-bys) of the 
natives we weighed anchor, and giving 
the .Stars and Stripes to the breezes 
from the masthead, set sail, — 

"And madly danced our hearts with joy. 

As fast we fleeted to the South: 
How fresh was every sight and sound 

Aii open main or winding shore! 
We knew the merry world was round, 

And we might su'il for evermore." 

"The breeze lightened as we progressed 
until shortly after noon, when we were 
been lined "gainst the tide and hence com- 
pelled to man Ihe sweeps while rounding 
Malcolm island. Once fairly out of the 
shelter of thi'i island we again drew a 
stout, fair wind which carried us down 
Broughtou Slruit ut a fast clip, though 
still Stemming the tide. It was a won- 
derland of primeval nature we were 
sailing through, green isles ami islets 
dotting the broad expanse of the strait. 
The west wind, already strong, fresh- 
ened as the day waned, stirring the 
green waters into rollicking waves that 
ran playfully with us as we skimmed 
along, an occasional comber, less friend- 
ly inclined, now and again tossing ns ex- 
hilaratingly. 

"One or twice when our course lay 
close inshore we saw deer feeding 
fearlessly near the water's edge. Around 
us huge salmon, silvered in the sun- 
light, were leaping high out of the 
water, a happy suggestion for the even- 
ing meal llear-to-hand. So we tried a 
troll at our stern, with good success, 
and soon rich red salmon steaks were 
frying. 

"As darkness came on we made a lit- 
tle bav on Hanson island, off Baronet 
Passage, ami anchored safely for the 
night: in about four fathoms of water, 
As we dropped sail several (leer, alarmed 
by our intrusion upon the quiet scene, 
disappeared in Ihe bush. We had no 
fresh meat aboard, so our appetites, al- 
ready whetted by the pure Northland 
ozone, prompted us to immediate ef- 
fort. We put off in the dingey and, 
skirting the shore line with muffled oars, 
came soon upon a fine young buck, hut 
dimly outlined in the falling night as he 
stood upon a moss-covered cliff. A sin- 
gle shot brought him down, and we re- 
turned to the sloop with his carcass — 
quick work, indeed, for the whole op- 
eration had consumed little more than 
fifteen minutes. We might elaborate the 
incident and thus make it more inter- 
esting and less like fiction of the Rob- 
inson Crusoe sort, but we went for meat 
and it happened just so. 

"The next morning we were up with 
six o'clock mid weighed anchor. There 
being no wind at all we pulled through 
the beautiful canal-like, waters of Baronet 
Passage, calling in near its mouth at a 
fishing village of Klowich Indians on 
Harbiedown island. Some fifteen famil- 
ies of them reside here during the sal- 
mon-fishing season, Inhabiting small, ill- 
fashioned shacks. In appearance and 
habits they resemble their Fort Rupert 
brothers. It was n busy scene that morn- 
ing, the men in dugout canoes making 
the round of their aot's, collecting the 
catch, and bringing ft in to the Women, 
who squatted on the beach over their 
task of beheading, gutting and clean- 
ing the fish, the old lings crooning over 
their gory work. We tarried with, them 
to fill our water rusks from their spring, 
and then pulled along down the passage 
into Clio Channel, a huge amphitheatre 
of the sea hemmed in by the high rock 
walls of Turner and Cracroft islands. 
Here in the curly afternoon a stiff gale 
tilled our sail, and we bore swiftly down 
upon Minstrel Island, which apparently 
blocked the' channel ahead. It was glor- 
ious sport! Here and there whales 
spouted or rent the air with their huge 
flukes as they 'turned mil' and disap- 
peared. Some more bombastic than the 
rest leaped clear of the water and fell 
full length into it again with a report 
like the roar of cannon that echoed and 
reechoed. 

"As we nearcd Minstrel island two 
narrow channels around it were dis- 
closed. We took the starboard course 
and, losing our wind by reason of the 
narrowness of Ihe pass, were com- 
pelled lo pull through it into the waters 
of Knight's Inlet jusl beyond. 

"As we came into Ihe broad expanse 
of the Inlet a splendid picture of nat- 
ural grandeur greeted us. Before us 
for a hundred miles the mighty Fjord 
of fjords stretched away, culling in 
twain the majestic, snow-capped nioun- 
tains of the Coast range, its two-mile 
breadth of water walled by bold basaltic 
cliffs that rose sheer from the sea."

ct of Report of Special Com- 
mittee Submitted to 
Council 



While in Birmingham on September 
'Jl2nd, Mr. Wears, president of the Chel- 
sea Football club, discussed the Olym- 
pian games lo he held at Stamford 
bridge in 1008. lie said the King, who 
had promised lo he present, was most 
anxious thai the competitions should be 
hold in London, as he believed it would 
contribute largely to the good feeling 
existing between the nations of the 
world. 



The announcement was made tit the 
meeting of the city council lost evening, 
that an arrangement has been made be- 
tween the Dominion and provincial gov- 
ernments regarding the removal of the 
Songliees Indians to a new reserve. The 
agreement between the provincial govern- 
ment and the committee, also provides 
that acres of the northern portion 
of (he reserve be sel aside for park pur- 
poses nnd 18 acres lying south of the K. 
& \. railway for railroad and other 
industrial purposes. Tin.' report of the 
committee was as follows: 
appointed to consider the above subject, 
beg lu report as follows: 

in pursuance af the authority conferred 
on your committee on the nth (lav of April, 
lOOt!, whereby they were Instructed to take 
Che necessary steps to carry out the ar- 
rangement entered Into between the pro- 
vincial government and your committee on 
your behalf lor the settlement uf the above 
matter, your committee, assisted by His 
Grace Archbishop Orth, the Reverend 
Father .Ylcohlye and Air. 11. Dallas Heisic- 
ken, had several Interviews with Chief 
Cooper una his councillors. From these 
Interviews It became evident that as a 
condition of their removal from t,he present 
reserve the Indians required a monetary 
consideration for the surrender of their 
rights, In iidlltlon to the cost of their re- 
moval to, mill rehabilitation on a iieiv re- 
serve, anil also Insisted on the production 
of the fund realized 'from the former sale 
of part of the reserve, which fund stood to 
their credit in the hands of the Dominion 
government. 

Your committee thereupon communicated 
these fuels lo the dloii. Wllluui Temple- 
man, and solicited the benefit of his ser- 
vices in effecting a settlement of the ques- 
tion, and the points raised by the Indians. 

After considerable correspondence and 
several Interviews with the 'members of 
the provincial government, the following 
arrangements have been made: 

First. An arrangement bus been arrived 
at between the Dominion and provincial 
governments whereby the Dominion gov- 
ernment are undertaking the removal nnd 
rehabilitation of the Indians to and on a 
new reserve In consideration of tipe pro- 
vincial government agreeing to allow the 
total expenditure incurred by the Domin- 
ion government therefor, and for the sur- 
render of the Indians' title to the present 
reserve to be deducted from the provin- 
cial government's reversionary claim to iflie 
moneys to be realized from the sale of the 
reserve. 

.Second. It has been arranged between 
the provincial government und your com- 
mute, subject to your approval, on behalf 
of the city of Victoria, that the provincial 
government will convey to the city the 
northern 25 acres of the reserve for park 
purposes (allowing two acres thereof to be 
used as a site for a new school for Vic- 
toria West); and also will ' -convey to the 
city the eighteen acres, more or lees, lying 
to "the south of the E. & X. railway lino, 
for railroad and other Industrial purposes 
(the cltv to afford terminal facilities to ex- 
isting and other railroads seeking access to 
Victoria city and port) In consideration of 
the city of Vietora ogreeng to recoup the 
provincial government such sum as may 
be deducted by the Dominion government 
(from the reversionary provincial moneys! 
under the terms of the arrangement first 
hereinbefore mentioned for and on account 
of moneys paid to the Indians for the sur- 
render of their title to the _ present re- 
serve. 

As a result of vour committee's efforts, 
Mr. J'edlev. superintendent of Indian Af- 
fairs, arrived from Ottnwn about the middle 
of September and Is now engaged on behalf 
of the Dominion government In endeavor- 
ing to carry out the arrangement effected 
bv the two governments. 

Your committee would recommend that 
an agreement embodying the above terms, 
be forthwith prepared by the city solicitor 
and be properly executed by the parties 
thereto. , 

In conclusion vour committee oeslre to 
thank Ills Grace Arehlehon Orth, the Rev. 
Father Nlclaye and Mr. ft. Dallas Helmc- 
ken for their assistance and advice In con- 
nection with this matter, and your com- 
mittee also desire to record their high ap- 
preciation of the prompt and effective ninn- 
ner In which both the Dominion and pro- 
vincial governments have met your com- 
mittee, and facilitated an urrntigement 
which portends so much for the future 
prosperity of the city of Victoria. 

The wthole correspondence In •connec- 
tion with this subject Is liereto appended. 

Aid. Yntes stated that many inter- 
views had been held with Chief Cooper, 
and his councillors, who at times were 
very arbitrary, and wished not only a 
money consideration but also the fund 
held in trust for them by (he Dominion 
government. 

The report was adopted.

The. Department's Work 
The Department of Tourist and Health 
Resorts was established in February, 
1901. 

The main object of the Department is 
to systematically and effectively make 
known in other countries the scenic and 
thermal attractions which the country 
possesses, also the colony's advantages 
as n land for settlement, the sport avail 
able for anglers, deer-seekers and shoo: 
ers of feathered game. To .assist in fin 
proving routes, modes of travel, accoiu 
modation, etc. 

Recognizing that the press is the prin 
elpal means by which the first object Is 
attained, steps were taken to get into 
touch with the leading newspapers and 
publishing proprietors in Australia, 
({rent Britain and United States of Am- 
erica, and. of- course subsequently India, 
South Africa and other countries. Many 
publications now insert and illustrate 
our scenic matter solely on account of iis 
unique nud attractive character, but of 
course to obtain the best results it has 
been necessary to expend considerable 
sums of money in placing advertise- 
ments which lead the way to the inser- 
tion of well written and illustrated arti- 
cles. Under the heading of advertising is 
included photography which forms an im- 
portant and expensive item. The Depart- 
ment has now in stock over 0,000 nega- 
tives from ■which copies are printed for 
all sorts of purposes, sales, illustrating, 
enlarging, -advertising, etc., but it is not 
yet considered that the whole of the 
scenic wonders of the country have by 
any means been photographed. The De- 
partment also engages a literary staff 
which has in hand the compilation of 
matter for the various guide bocks, time 
tallies, itineraries, etc., from time to 
time published. A scries of illuminated 
postcards lias also been prepared and is 
on sale throughout Australia and New 
Zealand. 

The establishment of Enquiry Bureau 
and agencies at the principal ports of 
the colony was taken in hand early, nnd 
they have proved very useful and valu- 
able. At these agencies all information 
relating to routes, faros, hotels, tariffs, 
etc., may be obtained free of charge, 
and each agent is required to keep in 
touch with all accommodation houses, 
couch and steamboat proprietors in his 
district, and the Information obtained 
from them is circulated through the bend 
olllce to the other centres, etc., etc. , 
The Department has given much At- 
tention to improvements in the Kotorun 
Thermal district, with particular atten- 
tion to Hie liatlis. An expert bnlneolo- 
gist of Europenn experience was engag- 
ed in England, and appointed to advise 
on the best means of further increasing 
the very valuable hot springs throughout 
the colony. All means for providing at- 
traction for visitors to Rotorun were 
enrefully considered, and no effort spar- 
ed to develop side trips, geyser action 
and improve existing "show" spots. The 
success of these efforts is well exempli- 
fied by comparison of the railway rev- 
enue, Auckland to Rotorun, between 
period prior to inauguration of the De- 
partment and last year. The number of 
passengers booked rose from 5,000 In 
1901 to IT.aV) iii 1905. 

Where private enterprise has failed to 
provide accommodation nt any desirable 
resort, the Department has undertaken 
the building of accommodation houses, 
tea houses, tourist huts, and running of 
oil-launches on lakes, etc. At Rotorun, a 
township built on crown lands, the De- 
partment lias also undertaken the con- 
trol of drainage, electric lighting ami 
water supply, and will probably find It 
necessary to lake over the supervision 
of all town works. In addition to the 
management of the baths ilie Depart- 
ment also controls n sanitarium at

Die Department subsidizes the main 
coaching tourist routes In the colony, 
and has succeeded In effecting a number 

of additional idilions to the contracts 

in the interests of tourist traffic. 

Subsidies are olso loovhied lor steam- 
ers on lakes, accommodation houses, etc., 
the payment of which of course gives the 
Department a means of correcting any 
irregularities that occur in these services. 
It has been found necessary in some in- 
stances not only to directly control a re- 
sort itself, but to acquire and manage 
the accommodation houses en rouie, ami 
probably more in this direction will have 
to be done in the future. At resorts 
which ihe Department does not directly 
control, the necessary improvements are 
curried out by Ihe local authorities 
through money grants paid by the De- 
partment. 

The Important matter of improving 
and opening up new roads has received 
consideration, and large sums of money 
have been expended and a great deal yet 
remains to he done. 

Tile total arrivals and departures for 
Ihe colony in 1000 n m out) fed to 84,317 
anil increased in 1005 to 5(3,058. 



The estimated value of the tourist, 
trntue in 1900 was £100,000, but in 1003 
the amount was estimated at £357,000. 

The total amount voted fur the upkeep 
of the Department: during the current 
year wns £27,295 net. For new build- 
ings and improvements £28,075, and for 
roads £?.8,i!l<). 

A leading feature of the Department's 
work at present is the Improvement nt 
the sport attractions of the colony by im- 
porting suitable game. Probably no finer 
red deer and trout arc obtainable any- 
where else, but other game is being tried, 
such as elk, wapiti, Asiatic deer or 
thar, Japanese deer, Virginian deer, etc. 
It is considered that good sport is fnst 
becoming harder to obtain, nnd the De- 
partment recognizes its importance by 
making every effort to provide for that 
class of tourist. Game licences and fish- 
ing fees ate fixed at very low rates nnd 
nil information as to shooting grounds 
nnd fishing waters is freely supplied. 

The Department also provides for nnd 
takes a prominent part in the preserva- 
tion of scenic nnd historical spots 
throughout the colony, and the superin- 
tendent is a member of the commission 
to administer the Scenery Preservation 
net, under which the scenic and historic 
places of the conony are acquired nnd 
preserved by the state. 

The Department has four accommoda- 
tion houses (not licenced) and three 
licenced hotels under its control, and 
these ore run direct by the Department. 

Officers being appointed managers, and 
paid salaries directly independent of the 
revenue obtained. The same principle Is 
adopted In regard to bathing establish- 
ments, sanatoria for invalids, etc 

Large landscape gardens are main- 
tained at Rotorua. with bowling, tennis, 
croquot and golfing grounds provided for 
the amusement of visitors. The same 
kind of grounds nre maintained on n 
smaller scale at. several other resorts.

The large hall of the First Presby- 
terian church was crowded lo the floors 
last night, the occasion being the an- 
nual Hallowe'en concert— and it is safe 
to say that a better satisfied audience 
never left the hull before. From the 
first number, a part song by the choir, 
to the last item on the programme, the 
audience was enthusiastic nnd appreci- 
ative. The choir showed plenty of evi- 
dences of their conductor's work, the 
balance of parts and blending of the 
voices being exceedingly good. The at- 
tack, which is generally the weak point 
in choral singing, was all that could be 
desired. 

The quartettes, "Here Awn': There 
Awn' ", and "John Anderson, My Jo," 
were beautiful bits of mixed quartette 
singing, ll is n regret to many that 
more of such work is not heard. 

Peter Gordon sang in splendid dram- 
atic style that fine old song, "The Mac- 
gregors' Gathering." 

Miss Edith Wilkerson is the possessor 
of a rather nice voice, nnd with added 
years of experience and training will 
develop Into an excellent mezzo-soprano.

FAVORS AUTO ENGINE. 

Chief Watson Has in Mind Improved 
Fire Department Equipment. 

The question of whether Victoria is 
to have till auto fire engine, is still agit- 
ating the minds of P'ire Chief Watson 
and certain members id' tin- municipal 
government. Mayor Morlcy has been 
conducting investigations through the 
chief with the object of ascertaining 
what the expense of a complete up-io- 
date equipment would he. 



Questioned on the subject yesterday, 
Chief Watson informed a reporter of 
the Colonist that the change could nut 
be accomplished at once. It would have 
to be brought about gradually. By so 
doing the levy that would he necessary 
upon the corporation treasury would 
not be noticed to Ihe same extent [Tint 
might be expected under other circum- 
stances. 

What the expenditure necessary to 
make, the complete alteration immedi- 
ately would be the chief could not say 
exactly. Such a move, he said, would 
menu a good many thousands of dollars 
to the city; but lhat was not the inten- 
tion. If anything was done it would be 
on n small scale at the outset, For in- 
stance, the present negotiations were for 
the purchase of an engine erected on a 
stenm carriage. As the different por- 
tions of the new outfit arrived the old 
could be disposed of, and in that way a 
large pari of the expense covered. 

Asked as to what particular points of 
the proposed change would be advan- 
tageous. Chief Watson first touched up- 
on economy. After the original outlay 
there would be practically no expense 
except, perhaps, the little needed for 
keeping the machinery in proper repair. 
It would he possible also lo reduce the 
number of firemen employer!, and in 
other particulars ii would materially re- 
duce the amount required for the main- 
tenance of the force' as it is at present. 
Then it had been found in large chies 
that the automobile engines, huso reels, 
etc., added to the efficiency of a deparf- 
ment. It meant increased sliced and 
eliminated the possibility of inconveni- 
ence from restive horses in cases of 
emergency. All things considered, there 
was no doubt in the chief's mind that 
the change, once accomplished, would 
he for the better; in other words, that 
Victoria would he safer from the rav- 
ages of lire were such a system intro- 
duced.
